1. Claims 10-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brouwer et al (6,080,71 1) is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 16-21 and 23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Okumura et al (4,140,657) is withdrawn. 



3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-23 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

4. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okumura et 
al (4,140,657). 

Okumura et al disclose a granular detergent composition comprising a mixture of 
olefin sulfonate, alkyi sulfate and alkyi ether sulfate (col. 1 , line 65-col. 2, line 16). 
Okumura et al teach that said olefin sulfonate comprises 12-18 carbon atoms (cot. 3, 
lines 18-24) and said mixtures comprise 20-40% by weight of the composition (abstract) 
and examples. 

As this rejection teaches all of the instantly required it is considered anticipatory. 



Response to Arguments 



5. Claims 16-19 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DE (4203031). 
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DE '031 teaches the production of solid detergents by adding fatty alkyi sulfates 
and olefin sulfonates for improving dissolution behavior, subsequently granulating said 
mixture and drying the product (see abstract). 

As this reference teaches all of the instantly required it is considered anticipatory.
